The question is not whether these laws 
would be helpful or harmful, \vhether they 
were well framed to accomplish the purposes 
in view: but whether parliament had any right 
to pass them, or any laws presuming to do or 
to prevent the same things 

The authority to legislate on the subjects 
involved must lie somewhere; if not with the 
federal parliament, with the provincial legisla- 
tures. The judges are to say where it lies. 

To clear up the matter, Dominion lawyers 
will argue that the legislation is valid; provin- 
cial representatives will try to show wherein it 
is invalid. 

It is to be hoped all the provinces whose 
Governments have any doubts about any of the 
Acts have taken steps to present their views. 
In that case the boundary as defined may be 
accepted as the proper and permanent one. 
Otherwise there will likely be more “maybe” 
legislation at Oltawa or the provincial capitals, 
with further exploratory expeditions to come. 
Now the job has been undertaken, it is important 
that the boundary question be settled finally, 
and the verdict accepted

*BROILED FISH: Select a fish of firm flesh 
which does not dent upon pressure, and of a 
wholesome odor. Split, clean in cold water, and 
dry thoroughly. Have the oven very hot, about 
500 degrees, and place the fish on the broiler 
rack, skin side down Lower heat after about 
five minutes to a point where the fish will cook 
through without burning the outside. This will 
require about twenty minutes or more, accord- 
ing to the thickness of the fish.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs. K. D. S. wants to know: 


“What makes my little boy sleep with his 
mouth open? During the day he _ breathes 
through his nose but at night he breathes 
through the mouth.” 

ANSWER: The principal cause of mouth- 


breathing during sleep in the young child is an 
enlargement of the adenoid tissue. Occasionally 
the interference with normal breathing arises 
from chronic nasal obstruction due to catarrh. 
Mouth-breathing is undesirable for several 
reasons and may in time facial defects. 
I have prepared an article on Adenoids which 
will be sent to you and which answers some of 
the common questions about enlarged adenoids. 
This article is available to any one desiring a 
copy and may be secured by writing to me and 
enclosing one large, self-addressed envelope and 
ten cents. Whether the mouth-breathing is due 
to enlarged adenoids or to chronic catarrh, the 
patient will benefit from a regimen which will 
improve the general health. Such a regimen 
includes a short fast; the use of a restricted diet 
which is | ted to starch and sugar but 
which provides an abundance of raw and cooked 
vegetables; baths; plenty of fresh air and out- 
door play; and adequate rest. It is extremely 
important to make sure that a normal intestinal 
elimination be obtained each day. If these 
measures do not overcome the mouth-breathing, 
and when an examination shows that the ade- 
noid tissue remains abnormally large, then sur- 
gical removal of the adenoids may be necessary. 
Try the natural methods first as there is every-

the general health-building measures I have 
described will produce excellent results and 
they should be given a reasonable period of 
trial before deciding that surgery is necessary.

Dr. Townsend proposes to raise the needed 
20 billions a year for pensions by imposing a 2 
per cent “transaction tax” on every business 
transaction in United States. The “bank debts” 
of United States in the boom year totalled 1230 
billions. Dr. Townsend points out that a 2 per 
cent tax on this amount yearly would be suffi- 
cient for his purpose. Mr. Hazlitt admits the 
1929 official figures on which Dr. Townsend 
bases his plans to give everyone over sixty $200 
a month. But Hazlitt (darn the fellow) 
it isn’t quite as simple as that. 

Says Hazlitt: “While the 1929 figure was 
1290 billions, the equivalent figure for 1934 was 
only 470 billions. Score one for Hazlitt. 

Next he says that the 470 billions is largely 
made up of settlements and transfers made 
between banks and between accounts for the 
same individual or corporation. If a transaction 
tax was imposed, these adjustments and trans- 
fers could be made so as not to become liable 
for the transaction tax. They are book-keeping 
settlements rather than commercial transac- 
tions. Score two for Hazlitt. 

Further, he says that a huge portion of the 
470 billions represents speculation in bonds, 
stocks and commodities, which would undergo 
very extensive shrinkage if they had to bear 
a 2 per cent transaction tax. It would cost a 
man 2 per cent to buy a government bond which 
gives a yield of 2%4 per cent. If the man sold 
it before the end of the year he would have to 
pay a further 2 per cent. Thus he would lose 
1 per cent on the investment. Stock exchange 
dealings would be crippled by the obligation to
